DEHORNING CATTLE IS BEST 


Operation Should Be Performed Early 


Tnough to Permit Wounds to 


Heal Before Fattening. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 


Cattle intended for the feed lots 


this winter should be dehorned early 
enough to permit the -wounds to heal 
before they are put on fnll feed. De- 
horning offers advantages which the 
feeder should not overlook. The cat- 
tle are more easily and safely handled 
when dehorned, and each animal to as- 
sured of fair play at the feed trough. 
Dehorning also prevents the brulaed 
condition of the flesh and torn hides 
caused by goring both in th« *a«d lots 
and in transit to market, as well a* ex- 
cessive shrinkage In shipment*. De~ 
horning should be doneln"l*t» tfcli 
•arlr winter. 


The most common method <rf de- 


horning cattle 1» to saw the horna off. 
and for thla purpose an ordinary meat 
saw can be used, though there are 
saws on the market thut are specially 
designed for the operation. By thla 
method a good clean Job can b* done 
on any type «f horn, and the •wwond is 
left In a condition to heal readily.'

A few olher species of fleas are oc- 


casionally found in poultry houses. 
Some of these may be normally bird- 
infesting species, while others are at 
home In the houses of domestic poul- 
try. 
Infestations by these fleas have 


been reported from several places in 
the Northern states, particularly in the 
Northwest. The presence of the fleas 
is usually first detected by persons en- 
tering chicken houses and being at- I 
tacked by them. 
These fleas do not 


remain attached to the host continu- 
ously as does the sticktight flea. 


As a preliminary step it is well to 


see that the poultry are kept away 
from other animals as far as possible. 
Especial care should be exercised to 
keep dogs and cats from lying about 
the chicken yards or places frequent- 
ed by the poultry. All animals, and 
the poultry as well, should be exclud- 
ed from beneath houses>nd barns, as 
such places are favorable for flea de-

ing. forceful talking, and the like by 
one who already has the germs of the 
disease. They may also be carried a 
bout in the air in the form of dust 
coming 
from dried 
mucus, 
from 


sneezing or from careless people who 
spit on the floor and. on the side walk 
As in most other catching diseases, 
a person who has only a mild attack 
of the 
disease himself may give a 


very severe attack to others. 


What should be done by those who 


catch the disease? 


It is important that every person 


who becomes 
sick with 
influenza 


should go home at once and go to 
bed*. This will help keep away dang 
erous- complications and will at the 
same time keep the patient from 
scattering the disease far and wide. 
It is highly desirable that no one be 
allowed to sleep in the same room 
with the patient. In fact no one but 
the nurse should be allowed in the 
room. 
' ! 


If there is cough and sputum or 


running of the eyes - and nose carp 
should be taken that all 
such dis 


charges 
are • collected on 
bits of 


gauze or rag,.-or paper napkins and 
/burned. If the patient complains of 
fever, and. headache he should be 
given water to drink a cold compress 
to the fore head and a light sponge 
Only such medicines should be given 
as is prescribed by tihe doctor. It is 
foolish 
to 
ask the 
druggist 
to 


prescribe and may be dangerous to 
take the socalled "safe 
sure and 


harmless" remedies 
advertised by 


patent medicine manufacturers. 


If the patient is so situated that 


he can\ be attended only by some one 
who must also look after otliers in 
the family it ig advisable that such 
attendant wear a wrapper a-pron or 
gown over the ordinary house clothes 
while in the sick room and slip this 
off when leaving to look after the 
others. 
,,Nurses and attendants will do well 
to guard against breathing in danger 
ous 
disease germs 
by wearing 
a 


simple fold of pauze or mask while 
near the patient. 


Will a person who has had influenza 


before catch the disease again? 


It is well known that an attack of 


measles or scarlet fever or smallpox 
usually protects a person against an 
other attack of the

In guarding against disease of ail 


kinds it is important that the body 
be kept strong and able to fight off 
disease .germs. This can be done by 
having a proper proportion of work 
play ,and rest hykeeping the body well 
clothed and by eating sufficient whole 
some and properly selected food. In 
connection with diet, it is well to re 
member that milk is one of the best 
all around foods obtainable for adults 
as well as children. So far 
as a di 


sease like 
.influenza is 
concerned 


health authorities everywhere recog 
nize the very close relation (between 
its spread and overcrowded homes. 
While it is not always positole espec 
ially in times like present to avoid 
^such 
overcrowding people 
should 


consider the health danger and make 
every effort to reduce the home over 
crowding to a minimum. The value 
of fresh air through open windows 
can not be over emphasized.

HINDENSUBG RESIGNS 


n Heated Scene Declares Retreat On 


Large Scale Unavoidable. 


Field Marshal von Hmdenburg has 


resigned as chiet' of the G'-rnmu staff 
after a heated interview with the em- 
icror. 
The field marshal declared a retreat 


on a large scale was impossible to 
avoid. 
This is according to a Central News 


'espatch from Amsterdam. 


The correspondent bases his des- 


patch on reports from the frontier. 


At the outbreak of the war Hin- 


denburg was a general in retirement. 
He was, credited with evolving and 
carrying out the campaign against 
Russia in Bast Prussia, which result- 
ed in the serious Russian defeat at 
Tanneberg, for which he was pro- 
moted to field marshal. 


He continued the German force* on 


the Russian front until August 30, 
1916, when he was appointed chief 
of the general staff hi succession to 
General von Falkenhayn.

became chief of the general staff 
General Ludendorff, who had acted as 
his chiet of staff on the Russ'an from 
came with him as his right-hand man, 
with the title of chief quartermaster 
general.
